When the first section of the 
passenger train had passed the. brako- 
tnan of tr2 opened the switch to allow 
the freight to proceed on to the main

the signals, and before the error could 
be corrected the second section of the 
feat OXpreM c»mc along at a rate of 
fifty miles an hour, crashing into the 
engine of tho freight which woe 
yet in the side track. The passenger 
was forty-five minutes late.

Whether the trial of the convicted 
of a part iu the Haymarket massacre 
was fair or uLfa'r was not 
for Govenor Altueld of Illinois at this 
time to consider. The proceedings at 
the trial were subjected to a full and 
exhaustive review by the Appellate 
Court of Illinois and by the Supreme 
Court of the Inked States, and the con- 
viction of the conspirators was sustained 
by both tribunals. Govenor Oglesby of 
Illinois was certainly inclined to be 
merciful, and he went as far as hi 
sense of justice and his appreciation of 
duty to the public permitted him to go 
In commuting to imprisonment for life 
the asntences of Schwab and Fieldkn. 
It should not be forgotten that the crime 
was of a character to arouse National 
anger and to merit the severest penalty. 
Several officers of the law, engaged in 
enforcing the law and maintaining 
public order, were atrociously murdered 
by the explosion of a bomb thrown in 
Haymarket Square, Chicago.

Nkw York, Sept 2:t — The Alexandre 
Pelton, one of the now (runboata of the 
Haytian navy, foundered on September 
6, near Cape Tibnron, and only one of 
her crew of ninety men survived to te"" 
the story. The news of the loes of th 
war vessel was brought here Friday by 
passengers on tin; Dutch steamer Frin 
Willem L, which arrived from Porta 
Prince. The Aloxandro Pniton was th 
last of the gunboats constructed for th 
Haytian nnvy. She wu built in llavr 
for the government of Hayti onl 
a few months ago, ood left Pot 
an Prince September 4. bound for 
the city of Sim Doi 
bad on board as paseengi 
iner, special Dominican plenipotentiary 
to Hayti; It. D. Jean. OMMM] kO BM 
Domingo, and Mr. Cohen, formerl 
Haytian Minister to Mexico. The pari 
were going to San Domingo to nrrang 
the final terms of an agreement Ik 
tween Hoyti and San Itoniingo. The 
Alexandre I'eiton carried ninety sailors, 
marines and officers, besides the dlpli 
matic party. She foundered on Bq 
tember 0 ut 4 o'clock in the morning, 
near cope Tiburon. Why it was that 
she snnk nobcKly knows.

The news of the loss of 
the steamer cast a gloom over the town 
of Port au 1'riuoe. Many of the gun- 
boat's ofiicers and crew had families in 
the town. The etttWM of Wort

crew may have escaped. Than are 
reefs and shoal* in the neighbor hood 
where the vessel foundered, according 
to official charts. The point is out of 
the usual path of navigation.
